OEVERAL  times  last  week  I  had  the  stimu- 
lating and  encouraging  experiences  of  re- 
ceiving substantial  but  unsolicited  gifts  for 
current  use  from  alumni  or  friends  of  Pres- 
byterian College. 

THE  increasing  awareness  of  the  value  of 
liberal  arts  education  has  given  national 
impetus  to  interest  in  colleges  like  PC.  Many 
of  our  former  students  have  said  that  we  should 
not  have  suspended  the  Living  Endowment 
program  for  three  years  because  of  our  desire 
to  avoid  additional  solicitations  during  the 
years  of  special  effort  on  capital  gifts  as  a  part 
of  our  75th  Anniversary  Program. 

THE  maintenance  of  annual  giving  by  a 
number  of  alumni  shows  the  strength  of 
continuing  alumni  concern  for  adequate  under- 
girding  of  the  college  program.  Officers  of  the 
Alumni  Association  have  pledged  their  assist- 
ance in  the  resumption  of  official  solicitation 
of  Living  Endowment  gifts  after  a  lapse  in  such 
efforts  for  the  past  three  years.

IT'S  THE  BELK  AUDITORIUM 

PC  Will  ISame  This   New  Building 
In  Memory  of   William   Henry  Belk 


pRESBYTERIAN   COLLEGE   will   name   its  new   chapel- 
auditorium    in    memory    of   William    Henry    Belk,    out- 
standing   Presbyterian    churchman    and    nationally    famed 
mercantile  leader  who  founded  the  Belk  organization. 

That's  the  announcement  from  President  Marshall  W. 
Brown,  who  said  the  PC  board  of  trustees  had  authorized 
that  the  building  now  under  construction  would  serve  as 
a  memorial  to  this  Southern  business  genius.  Dr.  Brown 
added: 

"Mr.  Belk,  during  his  lifetime,  and  many  of  his  asso- 
ciates over  a  long  period  of  years  have  been  active  sup- 
porters of  Presbyteran  College.  They  also  have  contributed 
generously  to  Presbyterianism  in  South  Carolina  and  in 
other  states,  both  among  local  churches  and  in  support  of 
synod  causes.  Mr.  Belk  was  a  native  South  Carolinian  whose 
lovely  Christian  character  was  reflected  in  both  his  per- 
sonal and  business  life.  It  is  indeed  fitting  that  one  of  our 
buildings  honor  his  memory." 

President  Brown  pointed  out  that  more  recently  mem- 
bers of  the  Belk  family  and  their  business  associates  in  the 
Belk  mercantile  organization  in  South  Carolina  and  Georgia 
gave  generous  support  to  the  college's  development  pro- 
gram launched  in  1955.  And  just  two  months  ago,  they 
added  a  pledged  gift  of  $125,000.  It  repreeented  the  largest 
single  gift  of  the  development  program. 

The  Presbyterian  College  chapel-auditorium,  under 
construction  since  last  fall,  is  scheduled  for  completion  late 
this  year.  It  will  be  formally  dedicated  at  that  time.  The 
structure,  rising  across  the  plaza  from  the  library  building, 
will  be  of  colonial  Georgian  design  in  keeping  with  the 
architectural  theme  of  other  campus  buildings.  It  will 
feature  a  main  auditorium,  air-conditioned  and  capable  of 
seating  1,200  persons,  a  chapel  for  small  worship  services 
and  a  three-story  fine  arts  division. 
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Curriculum   Change,   Choir 
To   Sing  at   General   Assembly, 
Faculty   and   Student  News 


THE  FIRST  MAJOR  CURRICULUM 
CHANGE  in  the  past  decade  has  been  an- 
nounced by  Academic  Dean  George  C.  Bell- 
ingrath.  Beginning  next  September,  PC  will 
abolish  its  "minor"  requirement  for  a  degree 
and  introduce  "areas  of  concentration"  within 
a  particular  field  of  study. 

This  change  means  that  now  each  student's 
program  of  study  ordinarily  will  include  30 
semester  hours  of  work  in  his  "major"  field 
and  such  other  courses — not  to  exceed  18  hours 
— in  related  fields  as  prescribed  by  the  depart- 
ment of  mapor  interest.  Under  the  old  system, 
the  student  normally  was  required  to  take  24 
hours  for  a  "major"  field  and  18  hours  for  a 
"minor"  in  another  field.  The  change  is  de- 
signed to  provide  better  coordination  in  work- 
ing additional  elective  courses  into  the  student's 
overall  program. 


AN  APPEARANCE  BEFORE  THE  1959  GEN- 
ERAL ASSEMBLY  of  the  Presbyterian  Church

To    the    Memory 

Of   Alumni    War    Dead 

(The  address  of  Col.  Powell  Fraser  '41,  delivered  as  pait  of 
dedication  services  at  Homecoming,  October  18,  1958) 

JT  IS  WITH  a  heart  full  of  gratitude  that  I  stand  before  you 
this  afternoon  and  speak  in  dedication  of  this  Student  Center 
— gratitude  for  the  verj'  privilege  of  being  alive  with  the  reali- 
zation that  this  hour  of  life  has  been  bought  and  paid  for  with 
blood  other  than  ours,  and  that  at  the  end  of  each  blood- 
sprinkled  trail,  over  which  our  blessings  have  come,  there  stands 
a  cross  of  sacrifice. 

This  service  today  dates  back  in  my  mind  to  the  early  days 
of  World  War  II  and  the  dedication  of  this  magnificent  Student 
Center  marks  the  completion  of  an  idea  which  was  in  the  minds 
of  many  Presbj'terian  College  graduates  during  the  War  in  the 
early  Forties. 

Shortly  after  my  Class  of  1941  departed  from  the  campus — on 
that  cold  winter  afternoon  of  the  seventh  of  December — we 
remember  hearing  on  our  radios  the  announcement  which,  from 
that  day  on,  meant  that  our  country  was  totally  committed  to 
war.  After  a  brief  training  period  in  the  United 
States,  many  of  us  departed  from  these  friendly 
shores  to  the  potential  fighting  areas  of  the 
world  in  New  Guinea,  North  Africa,  England 
and  perhaps  Guadalcanal.

Serious  Thought  in   Battle 

When  the  tension  and  anxiety  of  the  first 
few  days  of  battle  had  faded  away,  we  began 
to  do  some  serious  thinking  about  our  lives — 
what  lay  ahead — and  about  the  education  and 
training  which  we  had  received  at  this  college 
in  the  Piedmont  hills  of  South  Carolina,  to 
prepare  us  for  what  lay  ahead.  The  full  im- 
pact of  these  days  we  had  spent  in  Clinton  was 
suddenly  felt  and  we  realized  our  purpose  in 
life  as  a  result  of  personal  relationships  which 
we  had  enjoyed  with  the  Christian  faculty,  as 
a  result  of  examples  shown  us  on  the  athletic 
fields  and  as  a  result  of  truths  learned  from  the 
great  books  of  the  college  library. 

Because  of  the  caliber  of  men  with  whom 
we  were  associated  here  during  our  school  days, 
we  received  extra  plus  in  our  education,  enab- 
ling us  to  hold  ourselves  together  and  to  pre- 
sent a  victorious  personality  in  defense  of  the 
freedom  of  our  country.  When  we  faced  diffi- 
cult situations  in  carrying  out  our  responsibili- 
ties, many  times  the  words  of  wisdom  from 
our  college  faculty  worked  themselves  into 
our  thoughts — President  Jacobs,  telling  us, 
"The  world  owes  you  absolutely  nothing.  Your 
happiness  will  depend  on  what  service  you  can 
render  to  the  world";  or  Dr.  D.  J.  Brimm,  put- 
ting such  meaning  into  Bible  passages  that 
they  become  living  mottoes  in  our  daily  lives; 


or  again  there  would  come  the  voice  of  Coach 
Johnson  and  the  words  of  Grantland  Rice, 
which  he  used  frequently,  "For  when  the  one 
great  scorer  comes  to  write  against  your  name, 
he  writes  not  that  you  won  or  lost,  but  how  you 
played  the  game." 

Gratitude   For  What   PC  Ha«l   Meant 

As  the  days  passed,  the  influence  of  our 
college  years  challenged  us  to  carry  out  our 
responsibilities,  to  realize  the  great  satisfaction 
in  giving  our  lives  to  a  great  cause  and  the  joy 
that  comes  in  serving  others.  As  a  result  of 
these  experiences,  there  was  a  desire  on  the 
part  of  the  Alumni  to  show  their  gratitude  for 
what  Presbyterian  College  had  meant  to  them. 
So  it  was  that  during  the  early  years  of  the 
War,  after  receiving  one  of  the  famous  Bee- 
Mail  Letters,  which  we  had  all  come  to  so 
eagerly  await — letters  sent  out  so  faithfully  by 
Mrs.  "B",  Mrs.  Marshall  Brown,  keeping  us  all 
posted  on  the  latest  news  from  our  friends 
scattered  around  the  world,  I  wrote  to  Dr.  Ja- 
cobs and  informed  him  of  a  plan  to  send  War 
Bonds  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  War 
Memorial  on  the  campus. 

In  preparing  these  remarks  recently,  I  came 
across  this  letter  written  in  Milne  Bay,  New 
Guinea,  on  the  10th  of  January,  1944.  I  quote: 

"The  old  YMCA  building  could  be  used  as  a 
foundation  The  frame  could  be  enlarged  and 
encased  in  brick  veneer.  The  building  could  be 
used  for  student  offices,  a  modern  soda  fountain, 
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lounge  for  students  between  classes,  and  games 
such  as  bowling,  table  tennis,  etc.  Also,  perhaps 
a  few  rooms  upstairs  could  be  fixed  up  for  visi- 
tors to  the  campus.  I  think  it  would  cost  between 
fifteen  and  twenty  thousand  dollars."  (Off  some 
$230,000)  "This  is  being  done  in  appreciation  of 
that  P.  C.  spirit,  which  is  that  faith  that  enables 
us  to  out-think,  out-fight,  out-pray,  and,  if  need 
be.  out-die  the  enemy." 

From  the  fighting  front  through  the  world, 
loyal  sons  of  the  college  began  sending  War 
Bonds  in  gratitude  for  the  preparation  for 
life  which  they  had  received — bonds  to  be  used 
as  a  nucleus  of  funds  which  would  someday 
remodel  or  rebuild  the  old  Douglas  home  as  a 
Student  Center  and  stand  thereafter  as  a 
memorial  to  those  who  fought  and  died  in 
defense  of  the  freedoms  of  our  land. 

Started   on   the   Battlefield 

And  so  today,  this  effort  which  was  started 
on  the  battlefields  of  World  War  II  has  become 
a  reality,  chiefly  because  loyal  alumni  and 
friends  of  the  college  have  given  so  generously 
during  the  Diamond  Jubilee  development  Pro- 
gram. This  great  drive  in  which  so  many 
participated  continued  to  show  that  P.  C.  men 
were  not  willing  to  take  life  for  granted,  but 
for  the  gratitude  in  their  hearts  toward  their 
alma-mater  and  their  Country,  even  long  after 
the  War,  were  willing  to  work  for  and  give  to 
the  future  of  the  College.  They  were  not 
stopped  in  their  tracks  by  thinking  they  had 
done  their  part  for  freedom,  but  continued  to 
give  wjth  courage  and  faith. 

This  action  is  clearly  indicated  by  the  story 
told  of  Mr.  Newton  D.  Baker,  Secretary  of  War 
in  President  Wilson's  cabinet.  After  World 
War  I,  he  used  to  visit  the  worst  casualties  of 
the  American  Army.  One  of  the  very  worst 
was  a  man  with  both  legs  gone,  one  arm  gone, 
both  eyes  gone,  his  face  terribly  mutilated,  who 
was  wheeled  arounds  the  grounds  of  the  hos- 
pital in  a  carriage  by  a  nurse,  but  who  was  still 
radiant  and  full  of  spirit.  Nobody  expected  him 
to  live.  When  later  Mr.  Baker  met  somebody 
from  the  hospital,  he  said: 

"Did  that  young  man  live?" 

And  the  answer  was: 

"Did  he  live?  I'll  say  he  did.  He  married  his 
nurse." 

Courage  That  Persists 

Marvelling  at  the  capacity  of  women  to  love, 
Mr.  Baker  put  the  matter  by,  until  a  few  years 
later,  as  trustee  of  Johns  Hopkins  University, 
he  received  a  letter  from  the  president.  They 
wished,  said  the  president,  to  do  an  unusual 
thing,  to  hold  a  mid-semester  convocation  to 
bestow  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy 
upon  a  young  man  who,  though  heavily  handi- 
capped, had  done  one  of  the  most  brilliant 
pieces  of  work  ever  done  at  the  University.  His' 
name  was  that  of  the  crippled  veteran.  Mr. 
Baker,  quite  doubtful  that  it  could  be  the  same 
man,    but    struck    with    that    phrase    "heavily 
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handicapped"  made  inquiries.  Sure  enough,  it 
was  he.  Both  legs  gone,  one  arm  gone,  both 
eyes  gone,  but  still,  pushing  on,  making  his 
contribution  to  mankind. 

So  it  is  that  we  are  gathered  here  today,  to 
dedicate  this  beautiful  Student  Center  to  the 
men  who  once  walked  the  paths  of  this  cam- 
pus, but  who  have  since  given  their  loves  so 
that  you  and  I  might  live  on  in  peace.  We  knew 
them  well.  They  were  something  greater  than 
rocks,  greater  than  stars,  greater  than  the  sun. 
They  were  immortal  personalities,  the  prized 
possessions  of  God's  creation.  They  fought  and 
won.  The  words  of  Angela  Morgan  describe 
them  so  well: 

"A  courage  mightier  than  the  sun, 
You  rose  and  fought  and  fighting,  won." 

May  I  again  quote  from  another  letter  writ- 
ten from  New  Guinea  in  the  South  Pacific  to 
fellow  alumni: 

"In  a  letter  last  January  to  some  of  the  alunmi 
I  wrote  of  a  movement  to  establish  an  endow- 
ment in  the  form  of  War  Bonds  for  the  rebuild- 
ing and  reoutfitting  of  our  YMCA  building  into 
an  outstanding  Community  Center.  This  Center 
would  be  dedicated  to  the  men  who  have  fought 
and  died  for  the  ideals  which  P.  C.  has  so  deeply 
instilled  in  their  lives.  In  April  we  made  an 
unopposed  landing  on  the  coast  of  New  Guinea 
and  since  that  time  have  been  busily  engaged 
in  mopping  up  operations.  I  have  not  had  the 
opportunity  to  write  all  of  the  men  a  follow  up 
letter  about  the  movement.  Now  that  we  are 
having  a  little  rest.  I  would  like  to  write  of  a 
thought  that  has  been  on  my  mind  for  the  last 
few  weeks." 

"Sometime  during  our  stay  on  the  campus,  in 
the  classroom  learning  from  our  professors,  in 
the  library  reading  great  books,  or  in  the  huddle 
preparing  for  a  football  or  basketball  game, 
something  deep  took  place  in  our  hearts.  Some- 
thing that  caused  us  to  see  our  lives  as  the  part 
of  a  great  plan.  Call  it  what  you  may,  the  inner 
life,  the  still  small  voice,  or  the  Spirit  of  God,

U7ITH  THE  PASSING  of  the  years,  many 
memories  dim  and  fade.

than  I  do — or  with  more  profound  gratitude. 
I  bear  humble  testimony  that  few  people  have 
meant  as  much  to  me  as  he.  His  influence  upon 
me  was  dynamic  and  creative  .  .  . 

1.     As  I  remember  Dr.  Douglas:  I  remember 
him   praying  in   chapel.   His  face  is  upturned. 


Reverently  he  talks  to  God.  The  tone  of  his 
voice  is  ernest.  He  pleads,  "Dear  God,  enable 
these  students  entrusted  to  our  care  to  quit 
themselves  like  men."  The  memory  of  that 
prayer  is  a  living  part  of  my  experience.  I've 
never  been  able  to  get  away  from  the  prayer 
nor  from  the  man  who  prayed.  A  few  years 
later,  Presbyterian  College  became  known  as 
the  place  "Where  Men  Are  Made".  Indeed 
men  were  made  here.  It  was  Dr.  Douglas,  by 
his  prayers  and  the  life  behind  the  prayers, 
who  made  the  college  which  made  men. 

2.  As  I  remember  Dr.  Douglas:  I  remem- 
ber him  dressed  in  a  solid  white  suit.  It  was 
the  first  time  I  ever  saw  any  man  dressed  in 
white.  He  was  a  handsome  man.  No  one  ever 
saw  Dr.  Douglas  without  being  impressed.  To 
me,  he  never  looked  more  handsome  or  ap- 
peared more  impressive  than  when  he  wore 
that  pure  white  summer  suit.  A  knight  in  his 
armor  was  never  as  appropriately  attired  as 
was  Dr.  Douglas  wearing  a  white  suit.  It  sym- 
bolized the  purity  of  his  life.  He  was  a  man  of 
unsoiled  character.  He  was  clean  in  mind  and 
tongue  and  act.  His  goodness  was  transparent. 
He  never  preached  to  the  students  about  per- 
sonal behaviour.  He  didn't  need  to.  What  he 
was  carried  convictions  far  beyond  any  moving 
word  he  may  have  uttered. 

He  Nearly   Missed   the   Train 

3.  As  I  remember  Dr.  Douglas:  I  remember 
how  many  times  he  nearly  missed  the  train. 
Time  after  time,  he  would  leave  home  after 
the  ti'ain  pulled  into  the  station.  Yet  I  never 
heard  of  his  missing  a  train.  He  usually 
boarded  it  as  it  was  pulling  out  of  the  statioi;. 
You  may  ask  why  he  made  such  hair-breadth 
connections.  That  was  the  way  he  lived.  As 
long  as  he  was  on  the  campus,  he  was  pressed 
by  clamorous  duties  and  demands.  At  the  same 
time,  he  had  to  fulfill  engagements  which  took 
him  out  of  town.  So  before  leaving  town  for 
an  appointment,  he  sought  to  complete  as  many 
administrative  tasks   as  he  could.   At  the  last

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minute,  he  would  leave  his  home,  jump  into 
his  car,  race  madly  to  the  train. 

How  full  he  crammed  his  busy  life.  He 
moved  through  his  days  on  split-second  timing. 
To  him,  the  King's  business  required  haste.  To 
live  under  such  relentless  pressure  would  have 
been  nerve-racking  to  many.  Not  for  Dr. 
Douglas.  He  lived  through  his  hectic  years  with 
unperturbed  calm  and  poise.  Quietly  he  trusted 
God  to  enable  him  to  discharge  every  duty  and 
to  keep  each  appointment. 

4.  As  I  remember  Dr.  Douglas:  I  remem- 
ber him  as  a  remarkably  well  balanced  person. 
He  had  a  keen  sense  of  humor.  He  loved  a  joke. 
His  laughter  was  spontaneous.  Yet  he  was  not 
frivolous.  He  knew  that  living  was  serious  bus- 
iness. However,  he  did  not  take  himself  too 
seriously.  As  a  consequence,  he  was  good  com- 
pany. He  had  a  knack  of  making  a  student  feel 
easy  and  relaxed  in  his  presence  .  .  . 

A  Talent  for  Picking  Men 

5.  As  I  remember  Dr.  Douglas:  I  remem- 
ber his  amazing  capacity  to  pick  men.  He 
brought  Walter  A.  Johnson  to  this  campus.  I 
played  on  the  first  football  team  which  Coach 
trained  and  imbued  with  a  fighting  spirit.  Who 
can  measure  the  influence  of  Coach  Johnson 
on  this  campus  and  upon  Southern  intercolle- 
giate athletics.  He  brought  Marshall  Brown  to 
P.  C.  Dr.  Brown  was  23  years  old  when  Dr. 
Douglas  appointed  him  to  the  Chair  of  History. 
Two  years  later,  he  made  him  the  Dean  of  the 
College.  There  was  the  wisdom  of  great  fore- 
sight in  both  that  selection  and  appointment. 
Upon  the  foundations  laid  by  Dr.  Douglas  has 
been  built  a  truly  great  college.  Through  Dr. 
Blown,  the  fondest  hopes  and  dreams  of  Dr. 
Douglas  have  come  to  fruition  and  fulfillment. 

6.  As  I  remember  Dr.  Douglas:  I  remember 
him  for  his  kindness  and  friendliness.  He  loved 
people  and  made  them  feel  he  was  genuinely 
interested  in  them.  I  never  remember  Dr. 
Douglas  without  thinking  of  Mrs.  Douglas.  In 
the  truest  sense,  she  was  his  companion,  sharing 
all  of  his  trials  and  triumphs.  Also,  she  shared 
in  Dr.  Douglas'  personal  interest  in  the  stu- 
dents .  .  . 

His  Early   Struggles   for   Eflucation 

7.  As  I  remember  Dr.  Douglas:  I  remem- 
ber him  for  the  high  value  he  placed  upon  edu- 
cation. He  knew  its  worth  because  of  his  own 
fierce  struggles  to  secure  one.  His  father's 
health  failed  and  the  family  moved  to  the  old 
home  place  near  Blackstock.  As  a  boy.  Dr. 
Douglas  attended  a  single-room  field  school 
which  ran  for  only  four  months  each  winter. 
He  was  prepared  for  college  by  Professor  L.  W. 
Dick.  Each  day  he  walked  four  miles,  except 
for  a  short  period  in  the  winter  when  the  horses 
were  not  needed  in  the  fields. 


Before  going  to  college,  he  taught  school 
for  one  year  at  Flint  in  eastern  Fairfield 
County.  He  received  a  salary  of  $30  per  month, 
paying  $8  a  month  for  board.  He  saved  enough 
to  attend  Davidson  for  one  year.  After  this 
year  at  Davidson,  he  was  elected  principal  of 
the  Lowryville  School  in  Chester  County.  He 
was  able  to  save  enough  in  two  years  to  re- 
turn to  Davidson.  By  sheer  application,  he 
completed  the  last  three  years  of  prescribed 
courses  in  two  years. 

Then  he  attended  Louisville  Seminary  for 
one  year.  Again  financial  problems  forced  him 
to  drop  out.  For  a  year  he  supplied  the  Bowling 
Green  and  Ramah  Churches  in  York  County. 
His  last  two  years  were  at  Columbia  Seminary, 
from  which  he  graduated  in  1899  with  a  B.  D. 
degree.  Still  hungering  for  knowledge,  he  went 
to  Princeton,  attending  both  the  Seminary  and 
the  University.  Among  his  professors  were 
Woodrow  Wilson  in  Political  Science,  Henry 
Van  Dyke  in  English,  and  B.  B.  Warfield  in 
Theology. 

A   Keen   Thirst   for   Knowledge 

His  thirst  for  knowledge  was  so  keen  that 
during  his  Baltimore  pastorate  he  attended 
Johns  Hopkins  University  for  two  and  a  half 
years  as  a  graduate  student.  What  a  story  of 
one  man's  desire  and  determination  to  gain  an 
education!  He  could  not — he  would  not — give 
up  until  he  reached  the  goal  of  being  a  truly 
educated  man.  What  had  cost  him  so  much  in 
personal  struggles  and  sacrifices,  he  wanted 
others  1o  possess  and  enjoy.  Only  he  sought  to 
make  the  sacrifices  less  exacting  and  the 
struggles  less  demanding. 

As  I  remember  Dr.  Douglas:  I  remember 
him  as  a  good  man.  a  gifted  man,  a  growing 
man,  a  gallant  man,  a  gracious  and  generous 
man,  a  gentleman.  I  remember  him  as  God's 
man.  Yes,  I  remember  him.  His  influence  upon 
my  life  is  as  the  touch  and  thrust  of  the  hand 
of  a  living  comrade  at  my  side.  I  know  I  am 
utterly  unworthy  of  all  he  meant  and  means — 
but  I'm  everlastingly  grateful. 

His   Shadow   Still   Falls   Across   Campus 

I  remember  him  standing  on  the  campus.  I 
can  see  him  clearly  on  the  screen  of  my  mem- 
ory. He  is  standing  quite  still.  He  is  deep  in 
thought.  The  afternoon  sun  throws  his  shadow 
along  the  walk.  His  shadow  still  falls  across 
this  campus — enriching  its  work  and  ennobling 
its  life.  Indeed,  this  institution  today  and 
through  the  years  is  but  the  lengthening  sha- 
dow of  Davison  McDowell  Douglas.  For  that 
we  thank  God  and  today  enshrine  his  memory 
in  a  building  which  henceforth  shall  be  called 
"Douglas  House".  END 
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HOMECOMING,    1958,    was    a    day    of 

many  moods. 

Dedication  of  the  Douglas  House  as  a 
memorial  to  alimmi  war  dead  brought 
reflective  thoughts  of  fallen  comrades, 
even  as  the  memory  of  Dr.  Davison  Mc- 
Dowell Douglas'  presidential  deeds  added 
inspiration  to  the  occasion.

Blue  Hose  Sports 


A  Measure  of  Acclaim 


PC   Football   and   Basketball  Teams 
Compile   Stout   Records    During 
Past   Session,   Participants   Cited 


IT'S  BEEN  a  year  of  acclaim  for  the  Blue  Hose 
football  and  basketball  teams. 

Not  only  did  Coach  Frank  Jones  win  acco- 
lades as  South  Carolina  "Coach-of-the-Year" 
for  1958  and  similar  honors  in  the  NAIA 
Carolines  District  for  his  unusual  football 
comeback.  PC  Halfback  Bobby  Pate  was  voted 
Little  Thi-ee  "Back-of-the-Year"  and  Tackle 
Richard  Shrigley,  "Lineman-of-the-Year"  for 
their  parts  in  Presbyterian's  Little  Three 
championship. 

And  although  a  winning  basketball  season 
failed  to  produce  the  Little  Four  title,  the 
Hosemen  saw  star  Guard  Ken  Caswell  chosen 
this   conference's   "Player-of-the-Year". 

Jones— succeeding  the  late  Walter  A.  John- 
son as  athletic  director  while  retaining  his 
football    chores— led    his    squad    to    six    wins, 


three  losses  and  one  tie.  He  defeated  East 
Carolina  (24-16),  Lenoir-Rhyne  (8-6),  Wofford 
(18-14),  Elon  (34-6),  Appalachian  (42-0)  and 
Newberry  (22-0);  lost  to  Davidson  (6-7) 
Tampa  (6-18)  and  the  Citadel  (0-38) ;  and  tied 
Catawba    (14-14). 

The  PC  cagers  finished  in  a  flurry  of  vic- 
tories—winning seven  of  the  last  nine  games— 
to  post  a  final  record  of  11  wins  and  nine  losses. 
They  whipped  Mercer  (79-74,  87-76) ;  Georgia 
State  (107-68,  100-68);  Erskine  (81-61.  61-58 
56-49);  Georgia  Teachers  (81-63);  Wofford 
(97-71);  Newberry  (95-75);  and  Belmont  Ab- 
bey (56-53).  They  lost  to  Furman  (68-82,  86- 
87);  Wofford  (74-76,  61-72);  Citadel  (62-77); 
Oglethorpe  (55-59) ;  Georgia  Teachers  (70-104) ; 
Newberry  (70-81);  and  Belmont  Abbey  (67-

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COACH  LONNIE  McMILLIAN 
RETIRES  AFTER  36  YEARS 

Closes   One   of  Longest   Coaching 
Careers   in   College    Sports   to   Devote 
Full  Time  as  Manager  of  College  Canteen

T  ONNIE    SEXTON    McMILLIAN    has   retired 
from     the     Presbyterian     College     athletic 
scene  after  36  years  of  continuous  service. 

When  Coach  Lonnie  Mac  formally  re- 
quested to  be  relieved  of  his  track  duties  just 
before  the  season  began,  he  ended  a  sports 
career  which  stretches  back  into  the  early  days 
of  Blue  Hose  athletics.  It  ranks  among  the 
longest  tenures  of  uninterrupted  service  in 
sports  history,  for  even  the  late  Walter  A.  John- 
son's remarkable  43-year  span  at  PC  was 
broken  by  service  in  both  World  Wars. 

McMillian  is  now  devoting  himself  fulltime 
to  his  work  as  manager  of  the  college  canteen, 
an  expanded  operation  since  the  opening  of 
the  Douglas  House. 

Young  Lonnie  McMillian  arrived  at  Pres- 
byterian College  as  a  freshman  from  Prescott, 
Ark.,  in  the  fall  of  1915.  Johnson  was  fresh  on 
the  scene  then.  too.  as  the  new  coach.  And  from 
this  initial  player-coach  relationship  was 
welded  a  combination  which,  in  subsequent 
years,  raised  the  garnet  and  blue  banner  to 
wave  proudly  in  Southern  sports. 

An   AU-Tinie  Great   PC   Athlete 

McMillian  was  graduated  from  Presbyte- 
rian in  1921 — delayed  because  of  Navy  service 
in  World  War  I — and  left  behind  a  bright 
athletic  record  which  included  All-State  hon- 
ors and  the  captaincy  of  football,  basketball 
and  track  teams.  He  joined  the  PC  Staff  two 
years  later,  after  two  years  as  the  Clinton  High 
coach. 

President  Marshall  W.  Brown,  whose  PC 
years  date  back  to  1925,  points  out  that  Mc- 
Millian produced  some  of  the  most  colorful 
teams  in  the  school's  history.  He  coached  four 
different  sports  at  various  times — football, 
basketball,  track  and  baseball — but  he  was 
recognized  especially  for  his  gridiron  and 
cinder  squads. 


McMillian 

During  the  36  years  since  1923,  Lonnie  Mc- 
Millian has  been  the  only  track  coach  PC  has 
ever  known.  He  was  a  key  figure  in  keeping 
this  sport  of  the  ancient  Greeks  alive  in  South 
Cai-olina,  playing  a  leading  role  in  the  state 
track  meet  held  since  1925  on  the  Presbyterian 
track  as  "South  Carolina's  Little  Olympics". 
He  won  five  of  these  state  championships,  the 
last  in  1952,  and  one  SIAA  title. 

After  years  as  freshman  football  coach,  Mc- 
Millian stepped  up  as  head  mentor  in  1941  and 
directed  the  Blue  Hose  varsity  for  13  seasons. 
He  rapidly  gained  widespread  respect  in  this 
sphere  as  an  innovator  and  keen  student  of 
the  game.  It  was  this  quiet  sportsman  who 
first  introduced  the  now  universally  used  T- 
formation  into  the  Southeast.  He  gave  PC  its 
last  triumph  over  Clemson,  (in  1943) ,  devel- 
oped six  Little  Ail-Americans  and  compiled  an 
overall  record  of  59  wins,  58  losses  and  2  ties 
against  rugged  opposition. 

Alumni,  appreciating  his  service  joined  in 
paying  tribute  to  Lonnie  Mac  in  special  cere- 
monies during  halftime  of  the  PC-Newberry 
football  game  last  Thanksgiving.  He  will  be 
missed  in  the  Presbyterian  sports  arena. 

Vic   Spooner   Replaces   McMillian 

Victor  Spooner,  former  Texas  Tech  star 
athlete  and  for  the  past  two  years  coach  at 
Levelland  (Texas)  High  School,  has  joined  the 
PC  staff  as  a  new  assistant  football  coach  and 
as  head  track  coach  to  replace  McMillian. 

A  native  of  Colquitt,  Ga.,  Spooner  served  as 
captain  of  the  Texas  Tech  team  that  defeated 
Auburn  in  the  1954  Gator  Bowl  game.  He  was 
All-Conference  end  there  for  two  years  and 
also  lettered  in  basketball,  track  and  baseball 
before  graduating  from  this  institution  in  1954.

Death  Claims  P.  S.  Bailey, 
Trustee  and  Loyal  Alumnus 

Chemistry  Professor  Also   Dies   Suddenly 


Presbyterian  College  lost  a  trustee  and 
one  of  its  strongest  alumni  supporters  when 
Putsy  Silas  Bailey  '26  of  Clinton  died  suddenly 
on  December  17. 

A  heart  attack  proved  fatal  to  the  promi- 
nent industrialist  who  was  president  of  the 
Clinton-Lydia  Cotton  Mills  and  who  seven 
months  previously  had  been  elected  president 
of  the  South  Carolina  Textile  Manufacturers 
Association.  Death  came  at  54  in  the  Greenville 
General  Hospital. 

Bailey  had  been  a  trustee  of  PC  since  1949, 
serving  as  chairman  of  the  building  committee 
in  this  period  of  great  expansion,  and  was  one 
of  the  local  area  leaders  in  the  Diamond  Jubi- 
lee Development  campaign  of   1955. 

He  had  been  connected  with  Clinton-Lydia 
Mills, — which  his  forebears  established  before 
the  turn  of  the  century, — since  his  graduation 
from  PC  in  1926.  He  was  named  vice-president 
of  the  organization  in  1938  and  became  presi- 
dent and  treasurer  in  1948.  He  also  was  treas- 
urer and  a  director  of  Clinton  Cottons  Inc.  of 
New  York  City.  He  became  a  director  of  M.  S. 
Bailey  and  Son,  Bankers,  in  1949,  and  was  made 
a  member  of  the  advisory  committee  of  the 
Bailey  Foundation  in  1951. 

Under  his  guidance,  the  two  large  textile 
mills  were  steadily  expanded  and  improved. 
He  devoted  much  time  and  effort  to  the  wel- 
fare of  the  mills'  employees.  Bailey  also  was 
active  in  the  civic  and  religious  affairs  of 
Clinton.  He  served  as  a  member  of  the  city 
council  in  1932-34  and  was  mayor  from  1934  to 
1946.  He  was  an  elder  in  the  Clinton  First 
Presbyterian   Church. 

Presbyterian  College  awarded  this  son  its 
Alumni  Gold  P  Award  in  1951  for  "outstanding 
achievement  in  his  chosen  profession".  And 
last  June,  after  his  election  as  president  of  the 
South  Carolina  Textile  Manufacturers  Asso- 
ciation, the  College  sponsored  a  testimonial 
dinner  in  his  behalf  and  presented  him  a  Spe- 
cial Alumni  Citation  "in  recognition  of  out- 
standing achievements  and  services  in  the 
field  of  textiles". 

He    is    survived    by    his    wife,    the    former 


Guida  Caroline  Cox  of  Clinton,  and  one  daugh- 
ter, Emily. 

Dr.   Raymond   B.   Purduni 

Dr.  Raymond  B.  Purdum,  Presbyterian 
College  professor  of  chemistry  since  1956,  died 
in  the  Greenville  General  Hospital  on  Febru- 
ary 4  after  a  sudden  illness. 

The  60-year-old  professor  had  served  as 
president  of  Davis-Elkins  College  from  1944 
to  1954.  Prior  to  that,  he  headed  the  chemistry 
department  of  this  Presbyterian  institution  of 
West  Virginia  from  1925  to  1943  and  served 
as  dean  of  the  college  for  one  year. 

A  native  of  Providence  Forge,  Va.,  he  was 
educated  at  the  University  of  Virginia  and 
earned  three  degrees  from  this  school — a  bach- 
elor of  science  degree  in  1923,  a  master's  in 
1924  and  his  doctorate  in  1926.  He  served  as 
a  deacon  and  then  an  elder  in  the  Davis  Me- 
morial Presbyterian  Church  of  Elkins,  W.  Va. 
During  this  time,  he  held  the  position  of  mod- 
erator of  Greenbrier  Presbytery  and  was  a 
commissioner  to  the  Presbyterian  General 
Assembly  in  1947.  He  also  was  an  active  civic 
leader  in  Elkins. 

Dr.  Purdum  continued  his  interest  in  church 
work  after  coming  to  Clinton  and  was  teaching 
the  Men's  Bible  Class  at  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

Among  the  survivors  are  his  wife,  the 
former  Myrtle  Matthews,  two  sons  and  two 
daughters.

The  widow  of  E.  Blakely  Sloan,  former 
mayor  of  Clinton,  she  was  born  near  Ora  in 
Laurens  County  and  remained  a  resident  of 
this  county  throughout  her  lifetime. 

Mrs.   Sloan   was   an   active  member  of   the 
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Providence  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Chnton,  serving  for  many  years  in 
such  capacities  as  pianist,  choir  member,  Sab- 
bath school  teacher  and  secretary-treasurer  of 
the  Women's  Missionary  Society. 

Surviving  are  three  sons — Alumnus  John 
L.  Sloan  '47  of  Greenville,  James  P.  Sloan  of 
Clinton  and  Eugene  B.  Sloan  of  Columbia — one 
brother  and  a  sister.

Dr.  John  Mclver  Willcox  '20  of  Darlington, 
S.  C,  died  recently  in  a  Florence,  S.  C.  hospital 
after  an  illness  of  two  years.  He  was  60  . 

Dr.  Willcox  had  served  Darlington  in  the 
general  practice  of  medicine  ever  since  his 
graduation  from  the  South  Carolina  Medical 
College  in  1923,  except  for  the  period  of  his 
internship.  He  was  a  member  of  the  city  coun- 
cil for  24  years  and  served  a  number  of  terms 
as  mayor  pro  tem. 

Retired  from  active  practice  ince  1956  be- 
cause of  his  health,  he  is  survived  by  his  wife, 
the  former  Annalee  Bostick  of  Switzerland, 
S.  C,  one  son,  two  brothers  and  sister.

A  young  Presbyterian  College  alumnus 
died  on  the  operating  table  of  the  Chapel  Hill,

jury suffered  in  an  automobile  accident. 

The  Rev.  David  Lee  Williamson,  Jr.  '53. 
supply  pastor  for  the  Yanceyville  and  Bethesda 
Presbyterian  churches  in  North  Carolina,  was 
fatally  injured  when  his  car  skidded  on  icy 
pavement  and  ran  off  the  road  near  Hillsboro. 
N.  C.  He  was  driving  to  Chapel  Hill,  where  he 
is  a  University  of  North  Carolina  graduate 
student,  after  conducting  services  at  Yancey- 
ville.

He  served  one 
year  as  director  of  Christian  education  at  the 
Central  Presbyterian  Church  of  Chattanooga, 
Tenn.,  before  entering  North  Carolina  for 
further  graduate  work.  His  father,  the  Rev. 
David  Lee  Williamson,  Sr.  '23,  attended  PC  and 
is  a  missionary  to  Brazil.  Also  surviving  are 
his  wife,  the  former  Nancy  Frazer  of  Decatur, 
Ga.,  his  mother  and  a  sister.

still  it  was  a  deep  abiding  experience  and  one 
that  will  not  easily  be  forgotten.  This  experience 
has  enabled  us,  in  these  troubled  days,  to  hold 
ourselves  together  and  present  a  victorious  per- 
sonality to  the  cause  we  serve.  These  months  of 
service  to  our  country  have  taught  us  the  mean- 


ing of  giving  our  lives  whole  heartedly  to  a  great 
cause.  We  have  felt  the  joy  of  serving  others." 

'"This  is  a  great  challenge  to  us  as  P.  C.  men.  We 
have  seen  the  destruction  that  war  brings.  We 
know  that  the  world  cannot  go  on  and  on  with 
such  wars.  Somewhere,  someplace,  sometime, 
men  are  going  to  rise  up  and  say,  'We  are 
through  with  old  ideas  which  bring  war  and 
destruction'.  The  ideas  that  war  is  a  necessity  in 
international  relationships,  that  the  ethical  sys- 
tem of  Jesus — love  and  good  will — is  preposter- 
ous and  can  never  be  attained,  that  economic 
supremacy  can  be  achieved  only  through  force, 
that  nations  must  go  on  forever  destroying  the 
most  precious  possessions  of  mankind,  must 
fade  out  of  the  minds  of  men.  In  their  place 
must  start  to  grow  the  ideas  of  fair  play  and 
cooperation  between  nations,  love  of  our  fellow 
men,  and  a  deep  desire  to  be  a  part  of  the  gen- 
eration that  really  establishes  peace.  To  make 
these  ideals  real  is  our  great  challenge." 

"This  is  my  reason  for  writing  so  much  about 
P.  C.  Through  the  years  she  has  been  turning 
out  men  whose  hearts  have  felt  the  Spirit  of 
God,  and  whose  lives  have  been  possessed  by  the 
highest  patriotism.  For  years  now  this  noble 
institution  has  been  climbing  upward.  The  work 
of  no  ordinary  builders.  It  is  yet  building- 
building  and  built  upon.  A  new  challenge  has 
come  to  her.  The  challenge  to  produce  more 
real  men  to  help  in  bringing  the  kingdom  of 
peace.  To  serve  her  present  need  she  must  have 
more  tools  with  which  to  work;  a  larger  en- 
dowment and  new  facilities  on  the  campus." 

"We  as  a  group  of  alumni  who  have  had  the 
spirit  of  P.  C.  reborn  in  our  hearts  during  these 
days,  can  oecome  the  nucleus  of  a  great  driving 
force  in  the  future  of  the  College.  Never  before 
have  we  felt  so  close  together,  Never  before 
have  we  felt  such  a  need  for  a  Christian  Educa- 
tion such  as  we  found  at  P.  C.  The  challenge  ii 
before  us.  To  accept  it  will  mean  action  in  think- 
ing, working,  and  giving  toward  the  future  of 
the  College.  To  refuse  it  means  we  have  failed 
those  of  our  clan  who  have  given  their  lives  so 
that  the  ideals  of  P.  C.  may  live  on.  If  we  fail, 
they  fail.  We  may  well  hear  these  men  pleading. 
■Lo.  how  great  a  thing  we  planned,  and  now  it  is 
left  up  to  you:  fail  us  not'." 

We  have  not  failed  them,  for  this  dedica- 
tion is  another  step  in  the  progress  of  this 
great  institution  as  it  continually  produces 
wholesome,  disciplined  men  whose  influence 
for  Christian  peace  is  felt  the  world  over  today. 
So,  as  we  go  into  the  future,  may  we  continue 
to  feel  our  indebtedness  to  these  men  through- 
out the  coming  years.  Let  us  see  the  generous 
bestowal  of  sacrifice,  and  in  our  daily  exper- 
ience ieel  the  benediction  of  free  gifts  for 
which  we  have  never  paid;  honor  demands  of 
us  to  give  to  the  world  a  life  of  sacrificial 
service. 

"They  shall  not  grow  old,  as  we  that  are  left  grow 

old. 
Age  shall  not  weary  them,  nor  the  years  condemn. 
At  the  going  down  of  the  sun,  and  in  the  morning. 
We  will  remember  them."  END
